End   of  the  Private  College? 

Is  the  private  college  on  its  way  out  of  the  edu- 
cational scene? 

The  University  of  Buffalo,  a  highly  respected 
private  institution,  became  a  state  university  this 
year. 

The  Texas  legislature  has  passed  laws  which  pro- 
vide for  the  state  to  take  over  the  private  University 
of  Houston  in  1963. 

The  College  of  William  and  Mary 
came  under  the  control  of  the  State 
of  Virginia  some  years  ago. 

The  percentage  of  students  at- 
tending private  institutions  has 
been  on  the  decrease  for  some  time. 
In  1900  only  33  per  cent  of  South- 
ern college  students  attended  public 
institutions.  In  1959  this  percentage 
had  grown  to  62,  and  by  1970  it  is 
estimated  that  about  three  out  of 
every  four  college  students  will  be 
enrolled  in  public  institutions. 

"What  is  the  future  of  private 
higher  education  which  has  played 
so  vital  a  role  in  the  past  history  of 
America?"  asks  the  Southern  Re- 
gional Education  Board.  "Part  of 
the  answer  lies  in  the  ability  of 
these  institutions  to  get  more  volun- 
tary gift  support.  Without  it,  they 
will  have  to  depend  primarily  on 
tuition  income,  and  this  will  limit 
their  enrollment  to  the  few  who 
can  pay  the  bill." 

Often  we  hear  of  Presbyterian 
parents,  and  others,  who  would  like 
to  send  their  sons  to  Hampden-Sydney,  but  who 
frankly  say  that  they  cannot  afford  to,  in  view  of  the 
much  lower  fees  required  at  competing  state  col- 
leges. The  chief  solutions  seem  to  be  a  larger  endow- 
ment, to  remove  some  of  the  load  from  tuition  pay- 
ments, and  larger  scholarships  for  promising  students. 
Aid  from  the  federal  government  is  becoming  an  in- 
creasing factor  in  higher  education;  but  even  if  that 
were  desirable,  the  smaller  private  liberal  arts  col- 
leges will  not  benefit  much  from  it,  since  they  are  not 
equipped  to  provide  research  and  other  services  for 
which  most  government  money  is  spent  in  private 
higher  education. 

The  issue  stands  large  and  clear.  If  the  private  col- 
lege is  a  necessary  or  useful  part  of  the  American 
scheme  of  education,  business,  religious  denomina- 
tions, alumni,  and  philanthropists  are  going  to  have 
to  furnish  increasingly  larger  sums  in  support.  Sur- 
vival of  private  aducation  is  at  stake.

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Miscuit  Utile  Dulci  Architectus 

Horace  in  his  epistle  known  as  the  "Ars  Poetica" 
advises  the  ambitious  writer  miscere  utile  dulci,  to 
blend  the  useful  with  the  pleasant.  It  may  likewise 
be  said  of  the  architect  of  the  new  Joseph  DuPuy 
Eggleston  Library,  "Miscuit  utile  dulci."  On  the  out- 
side he  has  contrived  to  avoid  the  often  stark  and 
displeasing  lines  of  "modern"  architecture,  retaining 
the  classical  Georgian  that  characterizes  the  Hamp- 
den-Sydney campus.  At  the  same 
time,  the  interior  is  efficiently 
planned  to  make  the  utmost  use  of 
every  cubic  foot.  There  is  beauty 
within,  as  well  as  efficiency.  As  one 
enters  the  marble-lined  foyer,  his 
eye  is  led  back  past  the  green-tinted 
lobby  and  reading  area  through  a 
generous  expanse  of  glass  and  across 
the  out-door  elevated  terrace  to  the 
woods  beyond,  and  green  mingles 
with  green.  The  furniture  is  both 
handsome  and  functional.  Here  is  a 
building  designed  for  business,  with 
no  neglect  of  aesthetic  considera- 
tions. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  watch 
the  Eggleston  Library  take  shape 
during  the  spring  and  summer 
months.  Our  thoughts  go  back  to 
the  dramatic  installation  of  the  five- 
ton  college  seal  in  the  center  of  the 
front  pediment  on  a  May  morning. 
We  were  anxious  to  get  a  moving 
picture  of-the-eveat,.  but  had  a  class 
to  teach  in  Morton  Hall.  Recalling 
Aeschylus'  description  in  his  Aga- 
memnon of  how  the  news  of  the  fall  of  Troy  was 
flashed  from  Asia  Minor  to  Mycenae  in  Greece 
("flashed"  is  the  right  word:  signal  fires  lit  on  a 
chain  of  mountain  peaks  within  sight  of  each  other 
sped  the  word  along  over  hundreds  of  miles  in  a 
matter  of  minutes),  we  arranged  a  similar  though 
simplified  signal  system.  A  student  was  posted  on  the 
slope  near  the  Library.  When  the  workmen  were 
ready  to  hoist  the  seal  into  place,  he  wigwagged  a 
signal  to  another  student  seated  in  the  Morton  Hall 
classroom  who  was  watching  out  the  window.  (There 
was  no  difficulty  in  securing  student  volunteers  for 
these  important  posts.)  The  inside  student  in  turn 
informed  the  teacher  that  the  time  had  come  to  pass 
over  the  valley  and  film  the  great  event.  So  class  was 
dismissed.   (It  was  a  small  class,  Mr.  Dean.) 

The  sinister  thought  kept  intruding  that  it  would 
make  a  very  dramatic  shot  if  the  hoisting  cables  broke 
and  the  seal  crashed  to  the  ground.  Fortunately,  no 
such   catastrophe   occurred,    and    the   seal    now   rests 
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firmly  embedded   in   the  pediment,   its 
corded  by  a  batter)  of  cameras. 

Then  there  was  the  day  during  the  hot  summer,  as 
work  progressed  on  the  interior,  that  the  air-condition- 
ing was  turned  on.  This  is  no  luxury,  but  a  device 
necessary  for  the  proper  protection  and  preservation 
of  the  books  enshrined  within.  It  is  incidental  that 
the  human  beings  who  have  work  to  do  there  are 
also  better  protected  and  preserved  during  the  warm 
months,  but  it  is  a  happy  incident.  The  old  library 
building  was  unpleasantly  hot  and  stuffy  in  warm 
weather,  and  hardly  conducive  to  concentration  on 
study.  The  pleasant  atmosphere  that  now  prevails  in 
the  new  structure  make  it  an  irresistible  place  for 
work  during  the  entire  year. 

When  the  Joseph  DuPuy  Eggleston  Library  is 
dedicated  on  Homecoming  Day,  October  28,  the  im- 
posing building  and  its  appointments  will  bear 
witness  to  the  careful  step-by-step  planning  of  Librar- 
ian Paul  L.  Grier,  the  efficient  work  of  his  staff,  the 
skilful  designing  of  Randolph  Frantz  &  Associates, 
the  architects,  the  wise  counsels  of  Keyes  D.  Metcalf, 
the  consultant,  the  diligent  work  of  the  Mottley 
Construction  Company,  and  the  many  gifts  of  money 
that  made  the  realization  of  such  a  handsome  and 
useful  building  possible.

New  Library  to  be   Dedicated 
October  28 

The  dedication  of  the  Joseph  DuPuy  Eggleston 
Library  will  be  one  of  the  features  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Homecoming  on  October  28.  Construction  on 
the  building  began  a  year  ago  last  July,  and  it  was 
ready  for  use  this  August. 

The  exterior  is  traditional,  to  harmonize  with  the 
other  buildings  on  the  campus.  Flemish  bond  brick 

work,  Colonial  detail, 
and  a  pitched  slate  roof 
all  contribute  to  that 
harmony.  The  slate  was 
quarried  in  an  adjoining 
county  and  hence  did 
not  add  materially  to 
the  cost  of  the  building. 
A  distinctive  feature  of 
the  exterior  is  the  large 
three-dimensional  seal 
of  the  College  in  the 
central  pediment. 

The  Library  is  enter- 
ed through  a  corniced 
doorway  of  colonial 
character.  Once  inside, 
however,  there  is  con- 
siderable change.  The 
interior  is  completely 
modern  and  functional. 
From  the  vestibule,  which  has  light  marble  walls  and 
terrazzo  floor,  one  looks  through  glass  doors  and  a 
glass  partition  to  the  spacious  central  portion  of  the 
building,  with  an  expanse  of  glass  on  the  outside  wall 
beyond.  There  are  display  cases,  low  wooden  book 
shelves,  and  a  reading  area  with  lounge  furniture  and 
a  rug.  Beyond  the  glass  windows  at  the  rear  there  is 
an  outdoor  reading  terrace,  elevated  above  the  ground 
sloping  into  the  woods.

Some  of  the  features  of  the  building  are  the  follow- 
ing: 

•  Stack  space,  all  open  except  for  the  Rare  Book 
Room,  for  106,275  volumes; 

•  Seating  space  for  197  student  readers,  including  89 
individual  or  single-seat  tables,  68  of  which  are  in 
study  cubicles  or  carrells; 

0  Circulation  space  connected  with  a  general  order 
and  catalogue  office; 

•  An  electric  book  lift  serving  the  three  floors; 

•  Librarian's  office; 

•  Three  seminar  rooms; 

•  An  acoustically-treated  listening  room; 

•  A  room  on  each  floor  where  readers  may  smoke; 

•  Three  faculty  study  rooms; 

•  A  staff  lounge  and  a  Rare  Book  Room  with  a  small 
kitchen  between  to  serve  both; 

•  Microfilm  room; 

0  Eleven  acoustically-treated  typing  rooms  scattered 
on  the  three  floors.

In  general  the  building  was  planned  in  terms  of 
open  space  rather  than  divisions  into  many  separate 
rooms.  It  is  air-conditioned  throughout.  When  ex- 
pansion becomes  necessary  in  future  years,  stairways, 
ducts,  mechanical  equipment,  etc.  are  so  arranged  as 
to  allow  for  expansion  on  the  west  side  of  the  build-

The  total  cost,  including  landscaping,  was  $390,000. 
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Enrollment   Reaches  470 

The  largest  number  of  students  in  history  is  in  at- 
tendance at  Hampden-Sydney  for  the  1961-62  session. 
The  470  members  of  the  present  student  body  exceed 
the  previous  record,  established  in  1947-48,  by  twelve. 


At  that  time  the  number  of  students  in  college  was 
swollen  by  G.  I.  applicants,  many  of  whom  were  mar- 
ried and  found  living  quarters  outside  the  campus. 
The  tide  then  began  to  recede,  but  in  recent  years 
has  begun  to  rise  again. 

The  number  of  freshmen  entering  Hampden- 
Sydney  for  the  first  time  is  145.  Ten  other  members  of 
the  class  have  been  here  in  previous  years.  These  were 
all  that  could  be  accepted  out  of  660  young  men  who 
filed  completed  applications  for  admission  to  Hamp- 
den-Sydney. 

Seventeen  members  of  the  freshman  class  are  sons 
of  alumni. 

The  increased  enrollment  (up  from  427  last  year) 
has  been  made  possible  by  enlarged  dormitory  facili- 
ties, mostly  in  Graham  Hall.  With  the  removal  of 
the  Infirmary  to  the  Maples,  much  new  space  was 
made  available. 


New   Biology   Instructor 

Joe  L.  Coggin  has  been  appointed  instructor  in 
biology  for  the  1961-62  session.  He  is  a  1950  graduate 
of  Wake  Forest  College,  and  holds  the  master  of 
science  degree  from  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute, 
with  work  in  botany  and  /oology. 

Mr.  Coggin  has  been  employed  by  the  Virginia 
Commission  of  Game  and  Inland  Fisheries.  From 
1954  to  1958  his  work  in  the  Education  Division  con- 
sisted primarily  of  making  speeches  to  schools,  sports- 
men's clubs,  scout  groups,  civic  and  religious  organ- 
izations, and  other  groups  interested  in  conservation 
work.  He  also  set  up  exhibits,  wrote  articles,  and  gave 
a  regular  weekly  television  program  from  Roanoke. 

Since  1958  Mr.  Coggin  has  been  engaged  in  full- 
time  research  on  a  problem  in  ecology,  dealing  with 
the  identification  and  study  of  the  relationships  of  the 
flora,  fauna,  soils,  and  water  of  the  area  around  Back 
Bay,  Va.,  and  Currituck  Sound,  N.  C. 

Mr.  Coggin  is  married  and  has  three  children. 


Guidance   Center   Has   New 
Associate  Director 

Donald  R.  Ortner  has  been  appointed  associate  di- 
rector of  the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Center  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney, located  in  Morton  Hall.  He  is  working 
with  Dr.  Maurice  Allan,  director  of  the  Center,  and 
Dr.  Alvin  Smith,  associate  director. 

Mr.  Ortner  is  a  native  of  Michigan.  He  holds  the 
following  degrees:  B.A.  from  Northwestern  College 
(Wisconsin),  B.M.  from  Illinois  Wesleyan,  C.R.M. 
from  Wisconsin  Lutheran  Seminary,  M.A.  from  East- 
ern Michigan  University;  and  is  working  on  his  Ph.D. 
in  Counseling  Psychology  from  Michigan  State  Uni- 
versity. 

In  addition  to  his  work  in  the  Guidance  Center,  Mr. 
Ortner  is  serving  as  pastor  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
Farmville.  He  has  held  pastorates  in  Canada,  Mich- 
igan, and  Iowa. 

Mr.  Ortner  is  an  accomplished  organist,  as  is  Mrs. 
Ortner,  who  has  assumed  the  position  of  organist  in 
the  Farmville  Lutheran  Church. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ortner  are  the  parents  of  one  son, 
Stephen.  They  are  living  in  the  Hampden  House.

The  index  will  be  supplied  to  institutions  having  a 
file  of  The  Record,  and  will  be  of  valuable  assistance 
to  researchers  in  Hampden-Sydneyana.  Until  now, 
good  memory  or  good  luck  has  been  required  for 
locating  items  buried  in  long-past  issues.

"Birthplace"   Now   Houses 
Literary  Society 

July,  1945,  will  always  be  an  important  date  in  the 
history  of  Hampden-Sydney  College.  It  was  on  this 
occasion  that  Hampden-Sydney's  "Birthplace"  reach- 
ed its  final  destination  on  the  Hill.  According  to  the 
late  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston,  former  president  of  the  Col- 
lege, "It  has  come  home  to  its  own,  and  its  presence 
on  the  campus  is  an  event  in  the  history  of  the  Col- 
lege." 

This  handsome  eighteenth-century  plantation  office 
was  built  some  time  between  1752  and  1762  on  the 
plantation  known  as  "Slate  Hill",  the  home  of 
Nathaniel  Venable.  As  was  the  custom  on  many  plan- 
tations of  this  period,  an  office  was  built  in  the  yard 
where  the  landowner  transacted  business  in  con- 
nection with  his  various  operations.  It  was  natural, 


therefore,  that  the  gentlemen  of  Hanover  Presbytery, 
keenly  interested  in  the  cause  of  education,  should 
meet  on  February  1-3,  1775,  in  this  office  building 
located  on  the  plantation  of  Nathaniel  Venable,  one 
of  the  prime  movers  in  the  founding  of  the  College. 
On  January  1,  1776,  the  College  opened  its  doors. 

The  "Birthplace"  remained  in  the  yard  of  "Slate 
Hill"  until  after  the  turn  of  the  century,  when  it  was 
attached  to  the  plantation  house.  In  July,  1943,  the 
College  Librarian,  Mrs.  Willa  Boysworth,  discussed 
moving  the  office  to  the  Hampden-Sydney  campus 
with  President-Emeritus  Eggleston.  President  Gam- 
mon and  Dr.  Eggleston  agreed  to  the  moving,  and  the 
then  owners  of  "Slate  Hill",  Messrs.  Gordon  and 
Marvin  McFarland,  were  approached  and  generously 
agreed  to  give  the  office  building  to  the  College.  Then 
on  that  hot  July  day  in  1945  the  road  from  "Slate 
Hill"  via  Mercy  Seat  Church  to  Hampden-Svdney 
was  cleared  and  the  office  lifted  and  moved  by  truck 
to  its  present  location  between  Westminster  Hall  and 
the  College  Shop.  This  is  a  brief  sketch  of  the  build- 
ing in  which  the  plans  for  the  establishment  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  were  laid. 

Although  this  building  had  been  repaired  and  re- 
painted, it  was  never  completely  restored  to  its  orig- 
inal beauty.  Even  though  interesting  relics  and  me- 
morials have  been  placed  here,  a  museum  of  proper 
significance  has  never  been  completely  developed. 

The  Literary  Society  at  Hampden-Sydney  College 
is  the  second  oldest  such  group  in  American  col- 
leges. The  Union  Literary  Society  was  formed  in 
1789  "with  the  avowed  purpose",  according  to  the 
founders,  of  promoting  literature  and  friendship 
among  the  students  of  Hampden-Sydney  College.  In 
1805  Dr.  John  Peter  Mettauer  led  a  group  in  form- 
ing a  second  literary  society,  "The  Philanthropic  So- 
ciety of  Hampden-Sydney",  then  denominated  a 
debating  club.  Each  member  was  required  to  read 
original  compositions,  to  debate,  and  to  pay  an 
initiation  fee  of  $1.00.  These  two  societies  carried  on 
their  activities,  side  by  side,  and  a  rivalry  similar  to 
that  among  fraternities  today  then  existed  between 
the  two  groups.  In  1930,  the  two  Societies  decided 
that  in  order  that  neither  old  and  historic  organiza- 
tion should  become  defunct,  the  weakened  rivals 
should  join  for  their  mutual  survival.  The  new 
Union-Philanthropic  Literary  Society  drew  up  its 
constitution  in  1935.  When  Cushing  Hall  was  built 
in  the  early  1820's,  rooms  were  provided  for  the  two 
societies.  Later  when  Memorial  Hall  (Mcllwaine 
Hall)  was  constructed,  the  societies  each  had  separate 
rooms  on  the  top  floor  of  that  building.  For  a  brief 
period  the  Birthplace  was  used  for  meetings,  then  the 
Society  moved  to  its  quarters  on  the  third  floor  of 
Graham  Hall. 

In  the  fall  of  1960  it  was  announced  that  with  the 
opening  of  the  new  Student  Activities  Building  in 
the  near  future,  the  various  organizations  now  oc- 
cupying the  third  floor  in  Graham  Hall  would  have 
to  move  to  allow  for  the  present  rooms  to  be  used 
for  dormitory  space.  It  was  this  decision  that  started 
a  chain  reaction  resulting  in  the  moving  of  the 
Union-Philanthropic  Literary  Society  into  the  "Birth- 
place." The  group,  forced  to  relinquish  its  present 
quarters,  wished  a  proper  Literary  Hall   to  hold  its 
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old  and  valuable  furniture  and  to  provide  for  a  pri- 
vate meeting  room.  College  officials  were  consulted 
and  permission  was  given  for  the  move. 

The  next  problem  confronting  the  Literary  Society 
was  that  of  providing  a  furnace  and  other  furnishings 
needed  in  the  building,  as  we'l  as  to  clean  and  re- 
paint the  interior.  Through  generous  financial  help 
from  interested  alumni,  friends,  and  the  College, 
these  obstacles  were  removed  and  during  the  sum- 
mer a  new  oil  heater  was  installed,  the  interior  re- 
stored, and  other  furnishings  provided. 

With  the  opening  of  the  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
sixth  session  of  Hampden-Sydney,  the  new  Literary 
Society  Hall  was  ready  for  use  and  the  College"s  first 
museum  and  historic  shrine  was  opened  for  the  Col- 
lege and  its  friends  and  visitors. 

The  Union-Philanthropic  Literary  Society  wishes 
to  thank  personally  all  those  who  have  given  their 
contribution,  their  time,  and  help  toward  the  restora- 
tion of  the  College's  "Birthplace".  With  this  generous 
aid  another  important  event  has  taken  place  in  the 
history  of  the  College.

Hill   Residents   Win   State 
Poetry   Prizes 

Hampden-Sydney  is  just  a  tiny  place  with  some- 
thing like  a  hundred  residents,  and  the  fact  that  two 
members  of  the  community  placed  first  and  third 
in  a  state-wide  poetry  contest  is  a  cause  for  pride. 
Pride  but  not  wonder,  considering  the  well-known 
literary  ability  of  the  winners. 

Top  winner  in  the  annual  competition  sponsored 
by  the  Virginia  Branch  of  the  American  Association 
of  University  Women  ami  open  to  all  residents  of 
Virginia  was  Mrs.  Charles  B.  Vail.  Her  winning 
poem  was  "Rhapsody  for  Dead  Leaves",  inspired  by  a 
fall  scene  at  Hampden-Sydney  last  year.  Mrs.  Vail  is 
also  a  talented  singer  and  the  director  of  the  church 
choir.  Her  husband  is  dean  of  the  college. 

A  third  place  winner  was  Miss  Elizabeth  Carring- 
ton  Eggleston.  Her  entry  was  entitled,  "Three  Mouse 
Tunes".  Miss  Eggleston  is  the  daughter  of  the  late 
Dr.  Joseph  DuPuy  Eggleston,  president  of  Hanvxle  1- 
Sydney  College  from  1919  to  1939.  A  number  of  her 
poems  have  been  published,  and  she  has  delighted 
audiences  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  other  Virginia 
communities  with  her  readings. 


Scholastic  Averages   1960-61 

Figures  released  by  Dean  Vail's  office  show  that  the 
general  decline  in  grades  noticeable  for  the  preceding 
three  years  continued  during  the  1960-61  session,  but 
at  a  slower  rate.  Indeed,  the  sophomores  and  juniors 
showed  an  improvement  over  their  immediate  pred- 
ecessors, as  did  the  group  of  fraternity  men  taken  as  a 


whole;  for  once,  the  fraternity  average  surpassed  that 
of  the  whole  student  body.  Chi  Phi  moved  up  from 
the  bottom  to  the  top  position. 

This  continuing  decline  in  grades  may  reflect  a 
tightening  of  courses  in  the  College  which  has  been 
generally  observed  in  recent  years. 

Averages  for  the  last  two  sessions  are  given  below. 
Fraternity  averages  in  both  cases  include  pledges  who 
had  not  been  initiated  by  the  end  of  the  session.

Aetna  Life  Inaugurates 
Aid-To-Education  Program 

The  Aetna  Life  Affiliated  Companies  have  entered 
upon  a  program  to  encourage  financial  support  of 
universities  and  colleges  through  a  series  of  "match- 
ing" and  "incentive"  grants.  Among  the  distinctive 
features  of  the  program  are  these: 

1.  The  companies  will  match  in  equal  amount  a 
contribution  made  by  an  employee  or  his  wife  to  an 
eligible   institution,   subject   to   certain   limitations. 

2.  Neither  the  employee  nor  his  wife  need  to  have 
attended  the  institution  to  which  the  gift  is  given. 

3.  Eligible  institutions  include  universities,  col- 
leges, junior  colleges,  graduate  schools,  and  profes- 
sional schools. 

4.  A  unique  incentive  feature  provides  that  the 
Companies  will  add  25%  to  the  grant  to  an  institu- 
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tion  certifying  that  at  least  50%  of  its  alumni  have 
made  direct  financial  contributions  during  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

It  should  be  noted  that  as  of  recent  years,  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  would  not  qualify  for  the  last  feature. 
The  percentage  of  alumni  contributing  has  been  run- 
ning in  the  neighborhood  of  30%.

Dr.   Harold   Dudley   Writes   on 
College   Leadership 

Dr.' Harold  J.  Dudley,  '26,  Executive  Secretary  and 

Stated  Clerk  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  is  the 

•author  of   the  following  article  which   appeared   in 

the  May   1    issue   of   the  Presbyterian    Outlook.    The 

article  is  entitled  "Look  To  The  Campuses" . 

Nothing  is  more  obvious  regarding  the  future  and 
the  world  than  the  imperative  of  excellent  leadership. 
Success  always  and  everywhere  is  contingent  upon 
capable  leaders.  James  B.  Duke  said  his  success  was 
the  result  of  placing  competent  and  trusted  men  in 
strategic  places.  The  Jesuit  Order  has  enhanced  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  throughout  the  world Aby  "a 
high  degree  of  zeal,  learning,  and  skill."  The  Presby- 
terian Church  has  rightly  stressed  education  as  a 
requisite  to  leadership,  but  the  church  has  never 
solved  the  perennial  problem  of  an  insufficient  num- 
ber of  trained  leaders  to  meet  its  own  needs,  much 
less  the  needs  of  the  world. 

An  abundance  of  competent  and  trained  leaders  are 
already  needed  to  go  into  all  the  world,  not  merely 
to  combat  Communism,  which  is  here  today  and  gone 
tomorrow,  but  to  proclaim  the  kingdom  of  God  as  the 
only  answer  to  all  materialistic  philosophies  and  all 
the  ills  of  the  world. 

The  source  of  abundant,  excellent  leadership  is  and 
has  been  only  too  obvious  for  some  decades.  Nearly 
fifty  years  ago  Dr.  John  R.  Mott  declared  that  the 
university  campus  is  the  greatest  mission  field  in  the 
world  because  of  the  abundance  of  potential  leader- 
ship for  the  church  to  be  found  among  the  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  young  people  (today  several  millions) 
on  the  campuses  of  American  colleges.  The  Presby- 
terian Church,  at  least,  has  been  slow  to  recognize  its 
great  opportunity  to  recruit  abundant  and  excellent 
leaders  on  these  campuses.  Though  years  behind,  we 
are  awakening  to  the  challenge  and  the  opportunity. 
Let  us  hope  that  we  are  not  entering  the  field  too 
late. 

The  greatest  and  best  investment  the  church  can 
make  today  and  in  the  years  which  lie  immediately 
ahead  is  to  spend  large  sums  of  money  on  the  Campus 
Christian  Life  program,  especially  at  state  universi- 
ties, and  I  say  this  as  one  who  attended  a  small 
church  college.   Money  spent  now  to  place  the  best 


trained  workers  available  on  the  campuses  of  state 
institutions  will  pay  richer  dividends  in  the  next 
twenty-five  years  than  money  spent  anywhere  else  by 
the  church.  This,  of  course,  does  not  mean  that  in- 
vestments in  all  other  good  causes  of  the  church 
should  be  diminished,  but  that  both  must  be  ac- 
celerated. 

Shortly  after  Dr.  Ben  R.  Lacy  became  president  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond  in  1926, 
he  prayed  one  day  in  one  of  his  classes  that  God 
would  embarrass  the  seminary  with  young  men  seek- 
ing the  ministry.  That  prayer  was  fulfilled  before  his 
retirement.  That  status  should  and  might  be  ongoing, 
provided  the  efforts  of  the  church  are  doubled  and 
trebled  in  its  outreach  for  leaders  on  the  university 
campus. 

If  I  were  allowed  one  word  of  authority  for  the 
next  generation  of  our  church,  it  would  be  an  order 
to  lay  hold  of  and  train  the  most  capable  leaders  to 
be  found  on  our  college  and  university  campuses. 
This  do  and  live!  Neglect  and  perish!

Captain  William  E.  Buchanan,  '43,  was  the  pilot 
of  Eastern  Air  Lines'  Electra  when  it  was  hijacked  on 
Juh  24  and  forced  to  fly  to  Havana.  Thirty-three  pas- 
sengers and  five  crewmen  were  aboard  the  Electra 
when  it  landed  in  Havana.  It  had  left  Miami  in  the 
morning  bound  for  Tampa,  New  Orleans,  and  Dallas. 
The  last  word  from  the  pilot.  Captain  Buchanan, 
was  "I  am  proceeding  to  Havana  at  pistol  point." 
His  radio  then  went  silent. 

Captain  Buchanan  has  been  flying  with  Eastern  Air 
Lines  for  approximately  twelve  years.  The  first  indica- 
tion that  something  was  wrong  came  when  the  air- 
craft made  a  sharp  turn  off  course  on  the  radarscope 
operated  by  the  Federal  Aviation  agency  at  Tampa. 
This  occurred  when  the  plane  was  about  twenty 
miles  southwest  of  Pahokee,  Florida.  There  it  swerved 
directly  toward  Havana.

Dr.  Finley  M.  Eversole  writes  to  Dr.  Ray  A.  Moore  after  at- 
tending commencement  at  Hampden-Sydney:  "Since  being  with 
you  in  Hampden-Sydney  I  have  been  in  many  places  and  have 
had  various  experiences,  but  none  of  those  has  lessened  the 
feeling  of  joy  and  pleasure  I  have  from  having  been  in  your 
home  and  having  met  so  many  Hampden-Sydney  folks.  Whether 
the  future  days  of  my  life  be  few  or  many,  I  shall  always  hold 
vour  kindness  and  hospitality  in  loving  remembrance  .  .  .  ." 
Dr.  Eversole,  age  82,  had  traveled  over  900  miles  throughout 
Virginia  before  returning  to  his  home  in  Bristol,  most  of  the 
time  behind  the  wheel. 

Dr.  Eversole  retired  this  June  after  fifty-two  years  in  the 
teaching  profession.  The  Rich  Valley  High  School  in  Chatham 
Hill.  Virginia,  paid  tribute  to  him  in  ceremonies  at  the  school 
cafeteria.  The  school  dedicated  its  annual  to  him  as  a  ".  .  .  ges- 
ture on  our  behalf  to  show  you  how  much  we  deeply  appreciate 
the  many  things  you  have  done  for  us."

McLaughlin,  show  that  the  shapes  of  the  density-versus-exposure 
curves  resulting  from  such  dual  exposures  are  essentially  the 
same  as  those  of  the  curves  resulting  from  the  second  exposure 
alone.  This  work  may  lead  to  a  better  understanding  of  the 
nature  of  the  photographic  latent  image  and  may  also  be  of 
some  interest  in  industrial  and  military  applications  of  photo- 
graphic dosimetry  of  X-  and  gamma  radiation.

This  year's  Tigers  face  one  of  the  roughest  sched- 
ules in  the  history  of  the  team.  Washington  and  Lee 
spoiled  the  homecoming  festivities  last  year  by  hand- 
ing the  Tigers  a  14-7  defeat.  This  year  they  will  be 
out  to  repeat  the  performance  as  the  Death  Valley 
eleven  invades  Lexington  for  the  opener.  Bridge- 
water,  always  a  threat  and  a  conference  competitor  to 
boot,  will  be  out  to  avenge  a  48-0  loss  at  the  hands  of 
the  Tigers  last  season.  The  Tigers  then  battle  the 
Sewanee  team  and  the  boys  from  the  deep  South  who 
had  things  their  way  last  year  14-7  will  be  doing 
their  best  to  insure  another  Tiger  loss.  Dads'  Day  will 
find  the  Tigers  playing  host  to  the  ever-powerful 
force  of  Western  Maryland.  The  highly-favored  yanks 
got  a  taste  of  Southern  hospitality  last  year  as  the 
Tigers  dumped  them  32-12.  This  season  the  word  will 
be  revenge.  October  21  will  find  the  Tigers  on  the 
road  as  they  take  on  the  Wasps  of  Emory  and  Henry 
at  Emory.  Emory  edged  the  Tigers  14-6  last  year  and 
are  sure  to  be  in  fine  shape  to  receive  them.  Johns 
Hopkins,  a  team  which  was  not  scheduled  last  year, 
will  be  giving  the  Tigers  a  real  challenge.  Hopkins 
is  also  a  conference  game,  which  makes  the  contest 
even  more  crucial.  Concord  College  also  was  not 
scheduled  by  the  Tigers  last  season,  but  the  West 
Virginians  will  be  primed  to  give  the  Bengals  a 
warm  reception.  On  November  11  the  Tigers  will 
meet  the  eleven  of  Center  College  at  Hampden-Syd- 
ney.

of  Detroit  won  great  renown  as  a  preacher:  (3)  Rich- 
ard Venable  Lancaster,  '84,  a  minister  of  McComb, 
Miss.,  and  Ashland,  Va.;  (4)  William  Streit  Wood- 
worth,  '87,  civil  engineer  for  the  Union  Pacific  Rail- 
road; (5)  James  I.  Vance,  like  his  brother  Joseph  not 
a  Hampden-Sydney  man,  but  to  be  equally  prominent 
in  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church  as  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Nashville:  (6) 
Thomas  Gary  Johnson,  '82,  later  the  distinguished 
professor  of  church  history  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary;  and  (7)  Frank  Talbot  McFaden,  '86,  future 
minister  of  Richmond  and  a  trustee  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College. 

In  the  front  row,  seated  on  the  ground,  were  (1) 
Harry  Bentley  Moore,  '88,  druggist  of  Ronceverte, 
W.  Va.;  (2)  John  Flood  Morton,  '87,  farmer  of  Hil- 
landale,  Va.;  and  (3)  Henry  Percival  Parr  Thomp- 
son, '89,  physician  of  Washington.  D.  C. 

The  character  lurking  in  the  doorway  at  the  left 
rear  is  unidentified.  Perhaps  he  is  a  Kappa  Sigma. 

It  will  be  noted  that  no  water  bags  have  disturbed 
the  decorum  of  the  group. 


Equally  noteworthy  are  the  number  of  future  min- 
isters and  the  number  of  present  derbies  in  the  chap- 
ter. Times  change.

Phi   Gamma   Delta   Men  in 
Civil   War 

The  May  issue  of  Phi  Gamma  Delia  Magazine  car- 
ried a  list  of  the  members  of  that  fraternity  who 
fought  in  the  War  Between  the  States  (sometimes 
known  as  the  Civil  War).  Among  these  were  three 
Hampden-Sydney  men. 

On  the  Union  side  was  Guy  Lewis  Edie,  1877,  who 
had  been  a  surgeon  with  the  rank  of  captain. 

On  the  Confederate  side  were  George  Langhorne 
Brown,  1871  [but  not  listed  in  the  Alumni  Catalogue], 
private  in  the  1st  Virginia  Artillery,  Salem  Battery; 
and  John  Edwin  Triplett,  1872,  private. 

It  will  be  noted  that  all  these  attended  college  af- 
ter the  war.
